ARMY FACES NEW

HOESE AND SENATE AITION ON

MEAN REDETION 


W ashington, June 8 —The w ar de­ 
partm ent again faces the necessity of 
reorganizing its fighting units on a 
more skeletonized peace basis even 
before it has completed skeletoniza­ 
tion required by last year’s reduction 
to. an authorized strength of 150,000 
men. 
The necessity arises from ac 
tion of the house and senate on the 
pending arm y appropriation bill now 
in conference. The maximum possible 
strength to be provided means a cut 
of at least 10,000 men in the a u th o r­ 
ized strength of the arm y and probably 
a comprom ise between the senate and 
the house on a cut of 15,000. 
While Secretary of War J. W. Weeks 
and high officers of the arm y have 
been chiefly concerned with prevent­ 
ing a congressional raid on the offi­ 
cers’ corps and on provisions for the 
officers reserve corps training, n a ­ 
tional guard and other vital elem ents 
of the new m ilitary policy, Mr. Weeks 
recently said th a t a reduction in the 
regular arm y enlisted force of several 
thousand men would necessarily r e ­ 
quire readjustm ent of the sizj of the 
peacetime units. 
The situation m akes it obvious th a t 
in absorbing the additional cut of 10,- 
000 or 15,000 men which is to come, it 
is the fighting units, the infantry, that 
will suffer most. 
Already plans are 
taking shape to reduce the ttre n g th 
of regim ents for peace purposes to 
below w hat it was in the old days 
before the European war. 
That will 
mean that in the event of a war em er­ 
gency the arm y would have to cb sorb 
and train 60 per cent raw recruits in 
order to m ake its existing fighting 
units fit for battle.

BRINTON 
ENDORSED 
F O R 


TOWNLEY AND OTHERS

With liabilities to­ 
taling $250,066.27 and assets of only 
$815.85, J. Wells Brinton, former see 
retary to A. Ch Townley, today filed pe­ 
tition of involuntary bankruptcy with 
the United States district court. 
Almost all of the quarter million 
dollars as liabilities is composed of 
notes which Mr. Brinton endorsed. 
A large num ber of the notes were 
endorsed for A. Ch Townley, former 
president of the Nonpartisan league 
and for the Sisal T rust company, of 
Miami, Fla., of which Townley was 
president. 
More than $40,000 in notes endorsed 
by Brinton were beld by North Da­ 
kota banks, he said. 
He disclaimed 
knowledge of the holders of the notes 
totaling $144,000. 
A rthur LeSueur, St. Paul attorney, 
also a former N onpartisan league lead­ 
er, acted as attorney for Brinton. Both 
Brinton and LeSueur split with Town 
ley a long time ago, and have been 
fighting the league for m ore than two 
years. 
Notes endorsed by tho Publishers’ 
National Service bureau, of Fargo, and 
A. C. Townley, total about $100,000, 
Brinton said. 
Among the holders of the notes and 
Hie am ounts are: 
F irst National bank, .Bismarck, $2,- 
700 for the F arm er Press; Miami Bank 
and T rust company, Miami, Fla., $5,000 
for tile Sisal Trust company and A. C. 
Townley; 
First National bank, Bis­ 
marck, $21,000 for the same; Lefor Na­ 
tional bank, Lefor, N. I)., $3,000 for 
the same, and the F arm ers State bank, 
of Dickinson, N. D., $1,000, for the 
same.

LABOR ORGANIZATIONS ll KLD MABLE 


T h e U n i t e d S t a t e s Supreme Court on Monday I ant rendered 
an im portant decision of much interest to all la'l>or organizations. 
The count holds in this decision that tabor organizations are not 
exempt from prosecution under the Sherman anti-tru^t law. The 
opinion was delivered in the celebrated Coronado coal case, one of 
the most important pieces of labor litigation ever to come before 
the nation’s highest tribunal. 
The decision was delivered by Chief Justice Taft, and the 
court held that labor organization's can be held liable for property 
and cither damage caused by the acts of members during strikes. 
The case was brought against the United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica by the Coronado and ether coal companies, arising out of the 
A rkansas strikes of 1914. 
The Coronado case was one of the most famous proceedings 
to reach the Supreme Court within recent years, not only from 
the long pe riod it remained on che docket, but from its importance, 
involving as it did the question of whether organized labor, as 
represented in the United Mine Workers of America, contd l>e 
prosecuted under the Sherman anti-trust law for restraint of in­ 
terstate commerce resulting from strikes, 
The Coronado and associated coal companies instituted suit 
in the U. S. District Court against the United Mine Workers to 
recover treble damages under the Sherman act for property lasses 
suffered by them during a strike in the A rkansas coal fields in 
1914. The coal companies alleged that the Mine W orkers had un­ 
lawfully conspired to suppress non-union competition, and that the 
destruction of the property had been resorted to, with attendant 
restraint of interstate commerce, to accomplish th a t end. 
The decision of the court dismissing the suit was set aside by 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, and in the same court, on the 
second trial, before a different Federal judge, the jury found that 
the destruction of the mine property was due to a conspiracy to 
prevent the mining of coal by non-union labor, and had resulted 
in a restraint of interstate commerce. 
The jury placed actual 
damages at $200,000, which were trebled by the court under the 
Sherman law, making the total amount $600,000. The award, af­ 
firmed by the Circuit Court of Appeals was b ro u g h ta the Supreme 
Court by the labor unions on the ground th at not being incorpo­ 
rated, they coli Id not be sued.

KI OHMCS ANI) SOCIAL PROBLEMS 


T h e M i n n e s o t a Commission on Social Legit’alation, at its 
meeting in St. Paul a few dtays ago, had under consideration 
amendments of the state m arriage laws on eugenic and social lines 
similar to those which govern marriage laws in many other states, 
particularly in Wisconsin. 
It is possible under our present system for contracting parties 
in a m arriage to have the ceremony performed immediately after 
the license has been issued, and it is the purpose of the Commis­ 
sion to have the law so amended thht a reasonable period would 
elapse between the time of the issuing of the license and the cere­ 
mony. 
This would be sim ilar to the Wisconsin law, which does 
not perm it the marriage ceremony until five days after the grant­ 
ing of the license. 
It is said the Commission is also working on the drafting of 
a bill, which would create a family court in the state, similar to 
the Court of Domestic Relations in Chicago. 
Instead of juvenile 
cases, divorce and alimony suits, delinquency and adoption cases, 
being tried in separate courts, which often results in one family 
having cases in two, and sometimes three courts, the hearings 
would all be held in one court.
